It was not uneymmon before 
this temporary service was 
instituted to walt on a 
summer's weekend anything 
up to two hours’ before 
driving on to a ferry.

T is possible to imagine 

the chnos there would be 
today if tho company ,had 
waited for the new piers 
before introducing — the 
second service. As it is 
work on the these plers has 
been put back by the capsiz- 
ing of the dredger earlier 
this year; the delivery of 
mechanical hoists = and 
ramps from the United 
Kingdom is still . awalted 
and no definite date can be 
given for completion, al- 
though it should be some 
time early next year. 

This will then permit o 
breathing space. of a few 
years in our crosa-harbour 
communications while offi- 
vin] consideration is given 
to some further scheme, be 
it gn additional ferry run, 
a tunnel, a bridge, or the 
Western Approaches pro- 
ject. For there can be no 
doubt that at the rate the 
volume of traffic {s  in- 
creasing — ten new cars 4 
month in April — it is 
only ao matter of time 
before tho 
begin building up ngain. 
And once more Government 
will be under pressure to 
tnke action. ’ 


HERE was a time when 
the bridge seemed the 
best long-term bet. But 
official. interest hns since 
cooled with the realisation 
that Hongkong’s central 
district would rapidly be- 
come paralysed if o share 
of Kowloon trafic. were to 
be added to it. Presumably 
the same objection applies 
to a tunnel. This leaves 
for consideration gnother 
vehicular ferry croasing or 
the Western Approaches 
scheme, which would hive 
the merit of introducing 
island-bound  trafftc way 
from the main city ronds, 
We urge Government to 
_ give early ‘priority to tho 
Jong-term future of com- 
municationa between island 
und mainland. a 
For the present, the vehicular 
ferry company is to be com- 
plimented for getting its 
new forries into. service 80 
quickly, A further move 
which would eliminate fric- 
tlon among waiting motor-

MANY FEARED 
DEAD IN 
CYCLONE 


Dacca, May 9.- 

A cyclone ravaged the 
coastal belt of East Pakis- 
tan today, killing 22 per- 
sons before veering out of 
the area, The killer wind 
was followed by — tidal 
waves which were feared 
to have kilicd many in the 
offshore islands. 


_ Tho edge of the sterm 
whirled through Dacca 
itself for six hours, dcs- 
troying about 3,000 houses 
and killing at least four 
people and injuring 50 
others, . 


Shipping was hard-hit 
by the cyclone. Twelve 
cargo ships were sunk In 
the port of Chaina while 
another three were driven 
ashore. A total of 75 barges 
and six launches capsized 
when the 150-milc-an-hour 
winds ravaged the costal 
area, 


In Chalna port and 
Khulna alone, six were kill- 
cd and four others,  in- 
cluding two sallors, mlss- 
ing and presumed dead. 

Fifteen-foot waves crash- 
ed Into the off-shore islands 
of Ramgatl and Hatlya but 
details of damage were still 
unknown.—UPI.

JUDGE'S

Mr Justice A. D. Scholes in 
the Appeals Court this 
morning quashed o magis- 
trate’s ordor bindleg over 
a man found guilty of 
loitering. 

The man, Chung Kam-hung, 
a 47-year-old unemployed, was 
sentenced do three months and 
bound over In $500 for one year 
by Mr J.B. Ollver nm Soulh 
Kowloon Court on March 16.

In a Judgment handed down 
this morning, Mr Justice 
Scholes sald that In indictable 
misdemennours, the High Court 
Jn England had, under Common 
Law, the power to bind over an 
necused in nddition to Imposing 
ui, Imprisonment sentence for 
the same offence; but there was 
not a single authority to show 
that this power had been or may 
be exereised by mugistrates.
